Lord's Supper, and the C Obſervation of Baptiſm, 
by ſuggeſting that the Scripture- Com mands

them were only Temporary, and not 
Obligatory on Chriſtians to the E nd of Time. 
But here, Sir, I muſt deſire you to inform 


the Quaker, that if it be ſuppoſed, as he does 


here, and is too plain to be denied, That

John's Baptiſm was Baptiſm by Water, and 
that hath ceaſed 3 therefore the Baptiſm of 
Chriſt enjoined in the Scriptures, is not Bap- 
tiſm by Water, — There was a Baptiſm by | 
Water enjoined (or ſuppoſed by the Fews to 
have been enjoined) for admitting Proſel _ 
into the Jetoiſh Church: There was beſi 
Baptiſm by Water uſed by St. John, a Bap- 
tiſm of Repentance,” || teaching the People to 
believe. on him which ſhould come after him, that 
is, on Chriſt Feſus. And after this there was 
a Command given by Chriſt to his Apoſtles 
to Go and Baptize. f This alſo was a Bap- 
tiſm by Water, or elſe every one of the Apo- 
ſtles that heard it, was miſtaken in his Senſe 
and Practice of it, —This appears as far as we 
have any Records to inform us, and by ſeve- 
ral unanſwerable Paſſages of Scripture. --W hat 
Sort of Chriſtian Baptiſm do you think Philip 
had been preaching to the Eunuch, when,

Chriſt; (but yet particularly mentioned by 
St. John, as that diſtinguiſhing Quality, 
wherein Chriſt's Baptiſm was ſo vaſtly ſuperior 


to that adminiſter*d by himſelf) and this Bap- 


tiſin with the Holy Ghoſt ſometimes pRECEDED, 


and generally followed the Adminiſtration of 


Baptiſm by Water, according to Chriſt's Inſti- 


tution, but was never underſtood to /et aſide, 


or eee this material Part of Chriſtian 


Baptiſm by Water, in the Name of, c. 
This appears from the Conduct of St. Peter 


in this Caſe: He was preaching the Goſpel 


to Cornelius, and “ his Kinſmen and near 


Friends.” | And while he yet ſpake, the 
Holy Ghoft fell on all them which heard the 


Word.“ Well! What faid St. Peter to this? 


„Le are all baptiz d. J perceive, with the 
Holy Ghoſt; and this is the whole, or the 
*© only material Part of the Baptiſm inſtituted 
by Chrift.” No ſuch Matter: But he ſaid, 


„Can any Man forbid Water, + that theſe 


ſhould not Shar; e bapriged which have received

Perſons had been forbidden, or wilfully neg- 
lected the Uſe of Water, would not St. Peter 
have accounted them “ not baptiz*d,” even 
tho? they had received the Holy Ghoſt ? *Tis 
plain he would, And here is a Proof that 
the true Baptiſm of Chriſt was Water-Bap- 
tiſm, not only from Scripture, but even from 
the Quater's own Rule, that God has given to 
inform us of his Will, J mean the Hou v Spi- 


RI, by which St Peter was directed when he 


preſcribed Water-Baptiſm, and which had uſt 
fallen on all them that conſented to be bap- 
tized with Water.

Senſe of ſome Paſſages of Scripture, as the Qua- 
ker intimates they might do, and of thoſe 
relating to Baptiſm and the Lord's Supper, 
among the reſt, ſhall be conſider'd, when we 
come to it, in its proper Place... 
Wu our Saviour declares that Except 


a Man be born of Water * and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God; 
The 2uaker denies this to be meant of Mater. 
Baptiſm, by Reaſon of A Conſequence too ſhock- 


ing to be deſigned by. Cbri ift, too ſevere to be be- 
lieved by any of bis Followers, But the Conſe- 


- quence is of his own making, no Conſequence 
from the Words of this Text, and therefore no 


Reaſon to oblige us to take them in his View.

that are without ?? Leave thoſe that miſs of 
Baptiſm thro* their Parents, or their own 
Miſtakes, or any other unavoidable Accident, 
to the righteous Determination of God's final 


Judgment. Let it be our Care to be neither 


wiltully ignorant of, nor diſobedient to Ordi- 


nances of Chriſt that we have heard of, and 


may be Sharers of, but ſtrive to enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven by the Means preſcribed 
to us for that End; which it is our Duty not 
to neglect, tho God may have reſerved a 
Power of diſpenſing with them himſelf 1 in 
Caſes of Equity or Neceſſity. 1 

Wren your Quaker, to diſparage the Ob- 
Jention of Water-Baptiſm, obſerves that Chriſt 


himſelf did not baplize with Water, good Rea- i pid. 
ſons may be aſſigned for this, becauſe he could 


perſonally admit whom he pleaſed into his 
Kingdom, in whatever Manner he thought 
moſt proper. We know not any natural Ne- 


ceſſity of admitting Chriſtians into Chriſt's 


Kingdom by the particular Rite of Water - 
Baptiſm, but we know that his poſitive Com- 
mand could, and has made ſuch an Admiſſion 
nęceſſary; at what Period therefore this ſhould 
commence, and how long continue, is entirely 
| dependent 
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dependent upon his Mill and Wiſdom; No 
more is it a Diſparagement to Baptiſm, that 
St. Paul rejoiced that he had baptized but few |: 
The true Reaſon was, Leſt any ſhould ſay 
that he had baptized in his own Name“; 
for ſome of the Chriſtians at Corinth had be- 


gun to. reckon themſelves the Diſciples of this 
or that particular Chriſtian Teacher, and 
St. Paul's + own Name was abuſed by ſome 


of them in this manner. This made him re- 


Joice, that even in their Admiſſion to Chri- 


ſtianity, not having baptized them with his 
own Hands, but referred the performing this 


Office to others, he had not given the leaſt 


Handle for this new and bad Cuſtom. 
Tua St. Paul was not ſent ſolely or prin- 


cipally to baptize 4 Converts, but to preach the 


Goſpel, makes not againſt the Senſe or Pra- 
ctice of the Church of England: You cannot 
think that he was forbidden to baptize at all, 


becauſe he might and did baptize ſome ||, when 


he thought it proper; and where he did not 
think per to do it himſelf, he might leave 
that Office to others. 


 Trvs all the Texts alledg'd by the Quaker, 


p. 33, 34. the Plainneſ's of which he aflerts have always

putation, I think, exceeds all reaſonable Be-

verſation with them, or in their Reflexions

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upon it after his Death, and the coming of the 
Holy Ghoſt upon them: A hort Sentence, 
Which even at this Diſtance of Time is very eaſily 


 thiderftvod; by every Reader that duly tops. cn 


and conſiders it. * 

Ad Aix, as to Baptiſm; though Chriſt did 
not take Mater, and pour it out upon his Diſ- 
ciples, and then command the Apoſtles to do 
this in their admitting Converts to his Re- 
ligion; and conſequently his own Action was 
not the certain Thterpreter of his Command in 
this Caſe, as it was in the Uſe of outward
